NEW  THOUGHT 


THE  PERIL  OF  BEING  MERELY  EVANGE¬ 
LICAL  WITH  SOME  SUGGESTIONS  FOR 
BEING  EVANGELISTIC 
H.  H.  Hargrove,  Waco,  Texas 
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New  Thought  has  been  defined  as  “An  Attitude 
of  mind  and  not  a  cult.  Its  first  organization 
was  in  Boston  in  1894.  (Dresser,  History  of  New 
Thought.) 

According  to  its  constitution  published  in  1916, 
the  purpose  of  the  society  is  “to  teach  the  in¬ 
finitude  of  the  Supreme  One,  Divinity  of  Man 
and  his  Infinite  possibilities  through  the  crea¬ 
tive  power  of  constructive  thinking  and  obedience 
to  the  voice  of  the  indwelling  presence  which  is 
our  source  of  inspiration,  power,  health  and 
prosperity.” 

In  1917  a  creed  was  adopted  by  the  Internation¬ 
al  New  Thought  Alliance.  Among  its  tenets  are: 

1.  “The  essence  of  New  Thought  is  truth  .  .  .” 

2.  “He  whose  body  is  full  of  light  is  full  of 
health.” 

3.  We  affirm  the  teaching  of  Christ  that  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven  is  within  us.”  .  .  . 

4.  They  claim  that  there  “are  healing  forces 
which  may  be  trusted  to  do  their  remedial  work 
in  us,  if  only  we  surrender  ourselves  to  them 
and  let  them  have  their  way.” 

New  Thought  does  not  call  pain  “an  error  of 
belief,”  as  does  Christian  Science,  but  that  “pain 
is  a  matter  of  consciousness  and  that  we  are 
martyrs  of  pain.”  Dresser  says,  “We  shall  elim¬ 
inate  disease  not  by  fighting  it,  nor  by  studying 
its  causes,  or  doctoring  its  physical  effects,  but 
by  seeing  the  wisdom  of  the  better  way.” 

Limitations 

1.  It  minimizes  difficulties.  (They  claim  right 
thinking  will  eliminate  them.) 

2.  It  makes  too  little  of  the  discipline  of  life. 

3.  There  is  no  place  for  redemption. 

4.  There  is  no  place  for  the  atonement. 

5.  It  excludes  miracles. 

6.  It  excludes>forgiveness  of  sin. 

7.  It  excludes  the  depravity  of  man.

Where  Theosophy  teaches  that  we  are  gods  in 
the  making,  New  Thought  goes  forth  and  teaches 
that  we  are  now  gods  in  reality.  As  one  of  their 
most  reliable  writers,  Ralph  Waldo  Trine,  said 
in  his  book,  “What  All  the  World’s  A-seeking, 
.  .  .  man  is  God  incarnate.”  He  also  claims  in 
his  book,  In  tune  with  the  Infinite,  that  man’s 
failure  to  be  infinite  is  caused  by  man’s  failure 
to  know  himself.  Similar  quotations  might  be 
quoted  ad  infinitum  as  well  as  ad  nauseam. 

According  to  New  Thought,  every  man  is  a 
young  god,  and  if  he  has  proper  thoughts,  no 
harm  can  befall  him.  According  to  Ferguson,  New 
Thought  would  make  a  Jesus  of  every  man,  and 
it  has  for  those  who  take  its  lessons  the  same 
miraculous  power — that  Christendom  generally 
assumes  to  have  characterized  the  life  of  Jesus 
while  He  walked  on  earth. 

Its  literature  leads  some  to  think  that  study¬ 
ing  its  methods  fifteen  minutes  a  day  will  make 
a  god  of  any  man. 

New  Thought  seems  to  have  been  first  sug¬ 
gested  by  Phineas  P.  Quimby,  who  later  was 
to  be  a  great  help  to  Mrs.  Mary  Baker  Eddy.  It 
was  propagated  by  Warren  Felt  Evans,  the 
leader,  who  led  a  small  group  of  Swedenbor- 
gians  to  New  Hampshire.  A  Dr.  Holcomb  was 
the  first  to  use  the  term  New  Thought. 

Evans  claims  in  his  book,  The  Divine  Law  of 
Cure,  published  in  1885  that  “Disease,  like  ev¬ 
erything,  is  created,  or  has  an  existence  only 
by  thought.  .  .  .  thought  is  the  ground  of  all 
reality.”  This  sounds  quite  like  Christian  Science. 
But  why  not,  Mrs.  Eddy  got  much  of  Christian 
Science  from  Quimby. 

New  Thought  has  had  several  names.  Among 
them  are:  Higher  Life,  Higher  Thought,  Circle 
of  Divine  Ministry,  Divine  Science. 

It  differs  from  Christian  Science  by  claiming 
that  sin,  sickness,  and  death  have  an  existence, 
but  may  be  destroyed  through  right  thinking 
which  leads  to  right  living.  Christian  Science 
denies  that  sin,  sickness,  and  death  exist. 

However,  it  does  seem  slightly  profitable.  A 
Mrs.  Genevieve  Beherend  tells  how  she  attract¬ 
ed  $20,000  to  her  in  six  weeks.  Elizabeth  Towne 


A  lurking  danger  which  threatens  protestantism 
today  is  the  tendency  to  depart  from  truly 
evangelical  principles.  While  Baptists  cannot 
claim  immunity  from  this  danger,  no  doubt,  it 
can  be  said  truthfully  that  they  are  less  in¬ 
clined  in  this  direction  than  the  Protestant 
groups.  However,  a  peril  which  stalks  many 
Baptist  churches  with  a  portion  of  death  is  a 
willingness  to  remain  only  evangelical.  Evange¬ 
lism  means  adherence  to  the  teaching  of  the 
New  Testament,  and  an  evangelical  church  is 
one  which  claims  to  base  its  doctrines  only  on 
the  New  Testament.  Evangelism  is  the  preaching 
of  the  Gospel  of  salvation  to  every  lost  soul, 
and  an  evangelistic  church  is  one  which  has  its 
forces  organized  for  this  and  sends  them  forth 
to  perform  it. 

It  is  manifest  that  simply  the  preaching  of 
the  gospel  of  grace  in  the  pulpit  does  not  make 
an  evangelistic  church.  This  is  a  characteristic 
of  an  evangelical  church,  but  a  church  is  not 
an  evangelistic  church  until  such  church  sets  it¬ 
self  to  reach  every  possible  lost  soul  with  that 
gospel.  Our  danger  is  that  we  will  be  satisfied 
to  preach  it  in  the  pulpit  to  the  neglect  of  taking 
it  to  the  highways  and  hedges — that  we  shall 
rejoice  in  being  evangelical  to  the  neglect  of 
being  evangelistic.  It  is  perilous  to  have  ortho¬ 
doxy  without  orthopraxy.  To  have  the  gospel  and 
not  get  it  to  every  possible  one  who  needs  it 
means  death  to  a  church  as  well  as  damnation  to 
those  neglected.  The  message  of  evangelicals  is 
the  world’s  only  hope.  Their  gospel  of  regenera¬ 
tion  is  the  only  antidote  for  the  social  and 
spiritual  ills  which  threaten  civilization.  If  the 
evangelical  message  is  the  only  cure  for  the 
world’s  ills,  it  must  be  remembered  that  it  is  an 
important  cure  if  there  is  no  program  of  evan¬ 
gelism  to  take  it  to  every  soul.  If  evangelicals 
are  not  evangelistic  the  world  is  doomed,  and 

►  their  churches  are  blighted.  The  church  at  Laodi- 
cea,  neither  cold  nor  hot,  which  the  Lord  said 
he  would  spew  out  of  his  mouth  was  surfeited 
with  evangelical  orthodoxy.  The  Thessalonians 
who  “sounded  out  the  word  of  the  Lord  in  every 
place”  were  evangelistic  and  Paul  said:  “We  give 
thanks  to  God  always”  for  them. 

The  merely  evangelical  church  says  to  a  dying 
race:  “We  have  a  reservoir  of  life-giving.  There 
is  no  outlet.  If  any  one  will  climb  up  over  old 
cold  formalism,  thread  the  maze  of  our  mystify¬ 
ing  ritualism,  and  meet  the  Pharisaic  require¬ 
ments  of  our  hoary  creeds,  he  may  drink  and  bo 
saved.”  To  such  invitation  there  would  probab¬ 
ly  be  added  the  more  or  less  frank  hope  that 
one  coming  should  have  good  standing  in  the 
community  and  be  able  to  add  influence  and 
wealth  to  the  church.  An  evangelistic  church 
announces:  “We  have  a  reservoir  of  life-giving 
water,  and  by  the  help  of  God  we  will  pipe  it 
to  every  thirsty  and  dying  soul  in  the  com¬ 
munity  and  in  the  world,”  and  it  will  set  all  of 
its  forces  to  put  such  announcement  into  effect. 
“Evangelical  may  mean  truth  on  ice;  evangelis¬ 
tic  means  truth  on  fine  Evangelical  may  be 
bomb-proof  for  defense;  evangelistic  means  an 
army  on  the  march  with  every  face  toward  the 
enemy.  Evangelical  sings,  ’Hold  the  fort  for  I 
am  coming’;  evangelistic  sings,  ‘Storm  the  fort 
for  God  is  leading.’  The  need  of  the  church  is 
not  evangelicalism  as  a  thing  to  fight  for  but 
evangelism  as  a  force  to  fight  with.  The  evange¬ 
lical  creed  merely  held  and  defended  becomes 
a  fossil,  only  a  thing  of  interest.” 


CHRISTIAN  RESPONSIBILITY  TO  EDUCATE 


(The  Watchman  Examiner  has  an  exceeding? 
valuable  editorial  on  the  above  subject  of  which 
the  following  is  only  a  part. — Editor) 

There  has  not  been  lacking  evidence  that  the 
powerful  influence  of  secular  education  has  made 
itself  felt  in  church  related  institutions  of  learn¬ 
ing.  This  has  caused  some  of  them  to  veer  away 
from  their  church  affiliations  and  to  reduce  the 
religious  atmosphere  to  a  minimum.  But  we 
would  plead  that  in  doing  so  these  institutions 
are  voiding  the  reason  for  their  existence.  If 
higher  education  is  to  be  secular,  then  might 
it  not  be  concluded  that  the  states  could  at¬ 
tend  to  all  of  it? 

There  is  still  a  great  need  for  the  church  re¬ 
lated  institution  of  higher  learning.  In  fact,  it  is 
needed  now  more  than  ever.  The  churches  need 
it  and  the  institutions  need  the  churches:.  If  the 
evangelical  faith  is  allowed  to  die  out  of  the 
church  related  college  or  university,  it  will  not 
only  be  apostate  to  the  will  of  the  founders  and 
to  those  whose  sacrifices  made  it  possible,  but 
it  will  deny  to  the  country  and  the  world  that 
developed  leadership  which  only  the  evangelical 
faith  has  hitherto  supplied. 

Likewise,  if  the  churches  lose  their  contact 
with  their  related  institutions  of  higher  learn¬ 
ing,  then  their  aspiring  youth  will  more  and 
more  turn  to  the  state  institutions.  In  doing  so 
they  will  be  denied  the  spiritual  and  cultural 
best.  For  we  believe  that  the  highest  faith  and 
morals  may  only  be  found  in  the  essence  and 
expression  where  the  Christian  faith  is  firmly 
held.  We  believe,  therefore,  taking  the  long  view 
of  our  country  and  the  world,  that  a  great  obli¬ 
gation  rests  upon  the  church  related  institutions 
of  higher  learning  to  remain  true  to  the  purpose 
of  their  creation;  and  we  also  believe  that  a 
solemn  obligation  rests  upon  our  churches  to 
encourage  their  youth  to  seek  Christian  culture 
in  religion,  morals,  and  knowledge  in  church 
related  schools  so  as  to  serve  their  day  and  gen¬ 
eration  with  all  their  God-ordained  talents.

Scooba  Methodist  Church 
The  present  church  building  was  erected  in 
1893  while  Rev.  N.  M.  Clark  was  pastor.  Among 
the  leaders  in  the  church  at  that  time  were  Capt.

Since  that  time  the  following  preach¬ 
ers  have  served  the  Scooba  Charge:  J.  W.  Ram¬ 
sey,  B.  W.  Lewis,  J.  E.  J.  Ferguson,  C.  C.  Evans, 

J.  T.  Abney,  T.  H.  King,  D.  W.  Ulmer,  J.  A. 
Baxter,  A.  J.  Beasley,  J.  H.  Moore,  W.  C.  M. 
Baggett,  S.  C.  Moody,  and  the  present  pastor, 
Murray  Cox.  During  the  pastorate  of  brother 
Ulmer  an  annex  was  added  to  the  church  build¬ 
ing.  Also  the  parsonage  burned.  Because  of  the 
heavy  expense  of  adding  to  the  church  and  re¬ 
building  the  parsonage  the  church  became  heavily 
involved  in  debt.  Not  until  the  past  year  was 
the  last  of  these  obligations  liquidated.  Now  the 
congregation  feels  more  like  going  forward  with 
a  worthwhile  program  than  at  any  time  in  the 
past.  The  present  plans  call  for  emphasis  on 
evangelism,  missions,  recreation,  leadership 
training,  worship,  parent  education,  and  home 
co-operation.  The  church  is  here  to  serve  the 
community.

Margaret  Fund 

Two  years  ago  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
recommended  that  we  return  to  the  original  pur¬ 
pose  of  prayer,  guidance  and  watchful  tender 
care  for  students  rather  than  the  present  pro¬ 
nounced  appeal  for  money  and  other  material 
gifts  to  students.  Beginning  with  the  next  schol¬ 
astic  year  wc  recommend  that  no  Margaret  Fund 
student  be  assigned  to  states,  but  that  the  State 
Chairman  keep  in  close  touch  with  students  at¬ 
tending  colleges  in  her  state  and  that  she  con¬ 
fer  with  the  southwide  chairman  when  emer¬ 
gencies  arise. 

Mississippi  has  been  abiding  by  the  action  of 
the  Southern  Union.  Because  emergencies  have 
arisen  from  time  to  time  our  Margaret  Fund 
Chairman  recommended  at  our  mid-winter  Execu¬ 
tive  Board  meeting  that  the  fifth  Monday  in  July 
be  designated  as  Margaret  Fund  Day.  We  are 
to  furnish  each  W.M.S.  with  a  suggested  pro¬ 
gram  acquainting  them  with  our  Margaret  Fund 
plans  and  policies.  We  are  also  suggesting  that 
a  small  free-will  offering  be  sent  to  use  for 
emergencies  arising  among  students  in  our  own 
state. 


Stewardship 

Mrs.  Carter  Wright  endeavoring  to  further  pro¬ 
mote  the  one  hundred  thousand  club  recommend¬ 
ed  that  in  the  plan  of  work  for  1940  we  would

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called  them  to  witness  that  it  had 
been  so. 

2.  His  ministry  had  been  a  ser¬ 
vice  of  the  Lord.  V.  19. 

(a)  With  all  lowliness  of  mind. 
He  had  been  a  humble  worker.  It 
had  never  been  his  aim  to  exalt 
himself,  but  to  bring  glory  to  his 
Lord. 

(b)  “With  tears."  He  was  an 
earnest  worker.  His  work  engaged 
all  of  him,  body,  mind,  spirit; 
thought,  emotions,  purpose.  Paul 
was  a  man  of  strong  emotions,  as 
strong  men  are.  He  shed  tears,  but 
you  may  be  sure  there  was  an  ade¬ 
quate  cause  for  it,  when  he  did  so. 

(c)  His  labor  was  accompanied 
by  trials.  “Trials  which  befell  me 
by  the  plots  of  the  Jews.”  Of  course 
trials  came  to  him.  They  come  to 
every  servant  of  righteousness  any¬ 
where  in  the  world.  Would  you  do 
good  in  the  world?  Be  sure  you  will 
meet  trials  both  from  within  and 
from  without.  There  will  be  times 
when  you  shall  have  to  be  stern 
with  yourself;  for  the  flesh  will  cry 
out  against  the  rigid  requirements 
of  your  task.  Opponents  of  your 
work,  as  there  are  and  always  will 
be  opponents  of  every  good  work, 
will  strive  to  hinder  you,  speak  dis- 
couragingly  of  your  efforts  both 
to  others  and  to  you,  and  do  their 
worst  in  every  possible  way  to  bring 
your  work  to  naught. 

(d)  His  was  a  self-supporting 
ministry.  Free  from  mercenary  taint. 
“I  conveted  no  man’s  silver,  or  gold, 
or  apparel.  Ye  yourselves  know  that 
these  hands  ministered  to  my  neces¬ 
sities,  and  to  them  that  were  with 
me,”  Vv.  34,  35.  Our  great  brother 
here  did  what  he  would  not  recom¬ 
mend  to  the  churches  as  a  policy 
in  dealing  with  their  pastors, 
wrought  outside  the  church  for  his 
own  support,  lest  someone  should 
accuse  him  of  mercenary  motives, 
and  thus  hinder  his  work.  He  did 
the  same  thing  at  Corinth,  and  af¬ 
terwards  begged  the  Corinthians  to 
forgive  him  for  it,  since  he  realiz¬ 
ed  that  in  doing  it,  he  had  done 
them  wrong.  He  had  cultivated  in 
them  an  attitude  of  expecting  the 
servants  of  the  Lord  to  support 
themselves  while  they  labored  for 
the  Lord.

cy  towards  their  pastors.  Among  the 
crying  shames  of  this  age  is  this  of 
churches  which  are  able  to  support 
their  pastors  forcing  those  pastors 
to  exist  on  the  lower  edge  of  pov¬ 
erty. 

3.  The  character  of  His  preaching 
ministry. 

(a)  As  to  its  content.  “All  that 
was  profitable.”  “The  whole  counsel 
of  God.” 

Now  the  word  is  to  the  preach¬ 
er,  and  to  all  those  who  presume 
to  teach  the  word  of  God.  How  can 
you  teach  it  if  you  do  not  know  it? 

How  can  you  know’  it  if  you  do  not 
study  it,  prayerfully,  faithfully, 
perseveringly  ?  A  teaching  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  word  of  God  does  not 
come  of  itself,  it  must  be  toiled  for. 

You  will  use  helps,  of  course, 
though  the  best  helps  in  the  world, 
barring  none,  are  a  humble  and  a 
contrite  heart,  and  a  faithful  re¬ 
liance  upon  the  Spirit  for  guidance. 

Next  to  this,  your  own  experience 
in  Him,  then  your  observation  of 
the  dealing  of  God  with  others.  This 
will  be  much  broader  than  your  own 
experience,  if  you  have  learned  to 
observe  aright.  Then  teach  from 
the  knowledge  which  comes  through 
revelation.  This  is  the  best  of  all, 
and  no  child  of  God  is  shut  out  from 
it.  He  will  tell  of  meaning  of  the 
word  to  any  who  will  diligently  in¬ 
quire  of  Him.

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Lesson  for  Sunday,  May  14 
PAUL’S  EPHESIAN  MINISTRY 

Texts:  Acts  19:1,  8-10;  20*17-21; 
Ephesians  2:10-22. 

For  three  months  Paul,  enter¬ 
ing  daily  into  the  synagogue,  rea¬ 
soned  with  the  Jews  who  resorted 
to  him  with  their  Greek  friends, 
and  persuaded  them  concerning  the 
kingdom  of  God.  Some  of  the  Jews 
hardened  their  hearts  against  the 
Christ  whom  Paul  preached,  so  he 
went  away  from  them  and  continu¬ 
ed  his  reasoning  in  the  “school  of 
Tyr&nnus.”  Here  he  continued  for 
two  years  to  teach.  “So  that  all  they 
that  dwelt  in  Asia  heard  the  word  of 
the  Lord,  both  Jews  and  Greeks.” 

It  was  near  the  close  of  this  pros¬ 
perous  period  of  labor  in  Ephesus 
that  the  uprising  against  Paul  de¬ 
scribed  in  Acts  19:23-41  took  place. 
This  was  fomented  by  those  whose 
business  was  being  hurt  by  the 
growth  of  Christianity.  They  were 
the  makers  of  shrines,  images,  idols, 
little  imitations  of  the  image  of  Di¬ 
ana!  the  patron  goddess  of  Ephe¬ 
sus.  She  was  so  famous  her  worship¬ 
pers  so  numerous,  that  the  making 
of  these  shrines  was  quite  a  con¬ 
siderable  business.  But  when  Paul 
had  been  in  Ephesus  for  a  season, 
the  frequenters  of  the  temple  of  Di¬ 
ana  became  notably  less,  and  the 
sale  of  the  images  declined  so  much 
that  the  manufacturers  of  them  saw 
that  their  business  was  in  danger 
of  being  ruined.  Hence,  they  roused 
the  rabble  to  riot  against  Paul  and 
to  shout  for  two  hours  on  a  stretch, 
“Great  is  Diana!” 

At  the  close  of  this  uproad,  Paul 
spoke  a  farewell  to  his  Ephesian 
friends  and  took  his  departure  for 
Macedonia.  Passing  through  the 
scenes  of  his  first  labors  in  the 
Lord  in  Europe,  he  passed  down  in¬ 
to  Greece.  This  journey  took  Paul 
to  Corinth,  where  he  stayed  three 
months,  during  which  period,  he  no 
doubt  wrote  Galatians  and  Romans. 
This  visit  is  believed  to  have  tak¬ 
en  place  in  58  A.  D.,  and  was  a 
part  of  a  trip  which  Paul  had  hoped 
would  extend  to  Rome,  but  in  this 
he  was  disappointed,  and  started 
on  his  return  to  Jerusalem.  He  went 
back  through  Macedonia,  taking  a 
company  of  trusted  friends  with 
him.  The  company  crossed  over  to 
Troas,  whence  Paul  and  his  compa¬ 
ny  had  departed  on  his  first  trip 
to  Europe.  Making  a  number  of 
stops  in  their  voyage,  they  came 
to  Miletus,  another  seaport  which 
has  been  retired  from  the  sea  some 
miles  by  the  silting  up  of  its  har¬ 
bor.  Miletus  was  28  miles  south  of 
Ephesus  by  land,  and  having  a  pre¬ 
monition  that  he  would  not  again 
visit  this  section,  Paul  sent  for  the 
elders  of  the  Ephesian  church  and 
spoke  to  them  his  farewell.  Let  us 
glance  at  it.  Read  Acts  20:17-38.

BIBLE  STUDY 
Philip  in  Samaria 
Read  Acts  8:1-26 
After  the  death  of  Stephen,  there 
was  great  persecution  of  those  who 
believed  in  Jesus.  The  leaders  even 
went  into  the  homes  and  seized  both 
men  and  women  and  took  them  to 

Frison.  Many  of  the  believers  fled 
rom  Jerusalem  to  other  cities  and 
countries.  Everywhere  they  went 
they  preached  and  spread  the  gos¬ 
pel.  Philip,  who  was  another  one  of 
these  first  seven  deacons  went  down 
into  Samaria  and  preached  there. 

The  people  listened  to  him  and  saw 
the  wonders  which  he  did,  for  he 
cast  out  evil  spirits  and  healed  those 
who  were  palsied  and  lame.  There¬ 
fore  there  was  great  rejoicing  in 
that  city  and  many  believed  and 
were  baptized. 

Now,  there  was  in  Samaria,  a 
man  named  Simon,  a  magician,  who 
had  been  deceiving  the  people,  pre¬ 
tending  to  do  great  things  for  them 
until  they  believed  that  he  had 
power  from  God.  When  Philip 
preached  and  many  believed  and 
were  baptized,  Simon  also  came, 
saying  that  he  believed  and  asked 
to  be  baptized.  Then  Philip  baptiz¬ 
ed  him.

FOREIGN  MISSION  HOUR 
With  the  exception  of  one-half  hour  which 
will  be  devoted  to  women’s  work,  all  of  Thurs¬ 
day  evening  will  be  given  to  foreign  missions. 
This  time  will  be  filled  with  speeches  and  ad¬ 
dresses  of  missionaries  representing  the  several 
fields  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  An  out¬ 
standing  event  of  this  hour  will  be  the  presenta¬ 
tion  of  the  eleven  new  missionaries  who  were 
appointed  to  foreign  service  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Board  on  April  12.  Two  of  these  new  ap¬ 
pointees  for  China,  Miss  Mary  Lucile  Saunders 
and  Mrs.  B.  J.  Cauthen,  are  second  generation 
missionaries.  Miss  Saunders’  parents.  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  J.  R.  Saunders  are  located  at  Shiuchow, 
South  China,  and  Mrs.  Cauthen’s  parents,  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  W.  B.  Glass,  are  at  Hwanghsien,  North 
China.  Miss  Cauthen’s  husband,  Dr.  B.  J.  Cauth¬ 
en,  who  is  now  professor  of  missions  at  South¬ 
western  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  will  speak 
on  behalf  of  the  newly  appointed  men,  and  Miss 
Saunders  will  speak  for  the  newly  appointed 
women.  The  other  eight  new  recruits  are:  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Bryant  of  Alabama  to  Chile; 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  H.  B.  Ramsour,  Jr.,  of  Texas  to 
Japan;  Rev.  and  Mrs.  S.  L.  Goldfinch  of  South 
Carolina  to  Uruguay;  Miss  Floryne  T.  Miller 
of  Tennessee  to  Japan;  and  Miss  Josephine 
Scaggs  of  Oklahoma  to  Africa. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  George  W.  Sadler,  formerly  mis¬ 
sionaries  to  Africa,  were  reappointed  to  service 
under  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  at  its  April 
meeting. 

Dr.  Sadler  is  to  serve  as  Secretary  to  Europe, 
Africa,  and  the  Near  East  with  headquarters 
in  Richmond.  He  will  address  the  Convention 
during  foreign  mission  hour. 

Dr.  Maddry  will  report  some  significant  and 
encouraging  facts  and  figures  concerning  the 
work  of  the  Foreigq,^Iission  Board. 

Facts  and  Figures 

On  January  1,  1933,  the  debt  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  was  $1,110,000  and  the  interest 
for  the  preceding  year  amounted  to  $69426.00. 
Up  to  May  1,  1939,  $832,000.00  had  been  paid 
on  the  debt  reducing  it  to  $278,000.00,  and  so 
reducing  the  interest  by  approximately  $68,000.00. 
The  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  for  1938 
exceeded  all  others  and  has  reached  the  mag¬ 
nificent  sum  of  $316,000.00.  There  was  an  in¬ 
crease  of  $20,000  in  budget  receipts  for  the  first 
quarter  of  1939  over  the  same  period  in  1938. 

Not  only  are  the  financial  facts  encouraging, 
but  the  increase  in  missionary  personnel  is  also 
a  source  of  renewed  hope  and  rejoicing.  Since 
1933,  146  new  missionaries  have  been  appointed 
and  32  missionaries  have  been  reappointed,  bring 
the  present  total  of  active  missionaries  to  437. 

In  addition  to  these,  there  are  sixty-four 
emeritus  missionaries  now  receiving  pensions 
through  the  pension  plan  of  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  as  executed  through  the  Baptist  Re¬ 
lief  and  Annuity  Board.

STUDENT  SECRETARY  VISITS  SOUTH 
AMERICA 


Richmond,  Virginia — (F.M.B.) — Southern  Bap¬ 
tists’  great  leader  of  young  people  and  friend 
of  youth,  Dr.  Frank  H.  Leavell,  Student  Secre¬ 
tary,  has  been  visiting  Southern  Baptist  mission 
stations  in  South  America  for  the  past  few 
months.  He  sailed  from  New  Orleans  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  22,  and  after  touching  at  several  ports  on 
the  west  coast  of  South  America,  he  landed  at 
Santiago,  Chile,  where  he  made  his  first  visit. 
Temuco,  Chile,  was  also  included  in  Dr.  Leavell’s 
itinerary,  and  then  he  passed  on  to  Argentina, 
where  his  plans  called  for  stops  at  Cordoba, 
Rosario,  and  Buenos  Aires.  Montevideo,  Uruguay, 
was  next  on  the  list,  and  then  he  went  into 
Brazil.  In  this  great  country  he  was  to  visit 


Porto  Alegre,  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Sao  Paulo,  Beut 
Horizonte,  Victoria,  Bahia,  Maceio,  and  R»c<t 

South  American  young  people  and  their  leaders 
have  warmly  welcomed  Dr.  Leavell,  and  tie; 
are  deeply  interested  in  his  plans  for  the  orgatj. 
zation  of  Baptist  Student  Unions  in  that  sor- 
era  continent.  Dr.  Leavell  himself  is  delight 
with  the  youth  of  South  America  and  is  enthu¬ 
siastic  about  their  reception  of  B.  S.  U. 

In  an  air  mail  letter  to  Dr.  Charles  E.  Maddn 
written  on  April  17  from  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
Leavell  gives  a  few  highlights  concerning  irend, 
among  South  American  peoples. 

“The  need  is  apparent,  and  the  field  is  rive  f« 
work  among  the  young  people  in  this  country,  la 
the  main,  by  and  large,  the  young  people  in  their 
work  within  the  churches,  are  beginning  tread 
which  are  not  church-centered,  but  towards  us- 
dependence.  This  needs  to  be  checked,  as  it  can 
be  before  it  goes  further,  it  is  quite  in  keeping 
with  the  Brazilian  psychology,  and  for  that 
matter  the  phychology  of  all  South  America 
More  than  elsewhere  this  is  found  in  the  B.  Y. 
P.  U. 

“The  trends  among  the  young  People  are,  for¬ 
tunately,  within  the  denominational  family.  The 
ecumenical  or  union  appeals,  or  lures,  seem  no: 
to  have  reached  them  so  strongly,  but  is  in  the 
offing.  They  should  be  fortified,  and  that  1  in 
seeking  to  do  with  both  the  young  people  aw 
with  the  adult  leadership  of  youth. 

“The  B.  S.  U.  itself,  as  1  have  had  a  chana 
so  far  to  present  it,  has  GONE  OVER  with  a  pins 
of  enthusiasm  that  would  warm  your  heart  Ead 
of  the  schools,  so  far,  has  accepted  it.  The  school 
at  Porto  Alegre  hastened  to  set  up  an  organiia- 
tion  so  as  to  be  the  ‘First  in  Brazil.’  From  tin 
students  comes  the  same  fine  response  that  vt 
have  at  home  when  we  offer  them  living  Chris¬ 
tianity  in  a  vital  and  attractive  way. 

“In  cities  where  we  have  no  school,  as  it 
Santiago,  Chile,  our  leaders  have  said  that  B.  S. 
U.  offers  an  approach  and  a  program  for  react¬ 
ing  the  Baptist  students  in  the  government 
schools  whereas,  so  far,  they  have  had  nothing 
to  offer  them.  They  cannot  get  them  to  tk 
churches.  B.  S.  U.  will  unify  them  on  the  can- 
puses,  and  from  that  they  can  bring  them  into 
the  work  of  the  churches.” 

Two  days  after  mailing  this  letter,  Dr.  1** 
veil’s  joy  and  enthusiasm  reached  such  heights 
that  he  felt  compelled  to  write  further  of  hi-1 
experience  in  Rio. 

“My  letter  of  two  days  since,  by  air  mail, 
written  a  bit  too  early.

The  glory  of  it 
broke  as  a  sunburst,  and  I  am  more  thankfi 
than  I  can  tell  you.  I  feel  now  a  new  hope  f® 
the  entire  trip.  Your  vision  of  the  need  is  n»R 
clearly  right.  And  Y  say  all  of  this  after  havial 
had  no  experience  that  could  not  be.  and  was  noi 
considered  altogether  successful.
